This principle could extend to city councils, 
or school hoards, or the courthouse gang, or state 
legislators, or congressmen, or anybody who is 
elected by the people, full-time job er part-time 
advisory post. 

Thirty-and-out, That way. we would be sure to 
get some new blood into the system, at least every 
30 years. 

Some states already have limits of one sort or 
another on some elected officials. For example, in 
some states the governor cannot succeed hirnself, 
or is limited to two terms; in Michigan,-you can be 
governor for as long as the people will elect you, 
and a decade or so ago, it looked like G. Mennen 
Williams was shooting for 30-and-out. | 

The president, of course, can hold office only 
through two elections. Judges in Michigan cannot 
run for office after they are 70 years old, and 
Supreme Court Justice Harry Kelly is bowing out 
after this year for that reason. 

But with our 30-and-out program for elected 
officials, Congress wouldn’t have had the problem 
in Speaker John McCormack finally talking 
himself into finally retiring. And the seniority 
system in Congress also would undergo a shuffle. 

But here’s one added idea on the 30-and-out 
theme: 

Why not limit any person to 30 years on any 
public payroll, or any combination of public 
payrolls? . 

“In ather words, 30 years from the day the 


public employee or officeholder draws his first 
public paycheck, of any kind, he’s automatically 
retired. . 

For example, # bright young man who starts life 
in his early 20's as a deputy sheriff or a city 
councilman, and then progresses to the state 
legislature, and finally to congress, would be done 
30 yeers after his first public paycheck. 

Or a teacher, who becomes a principal, and then 
a superintendent, would be out after 30 years.on 
the public payroll. 


This umbrella public service 30-and-out program 


‘would give more people a chance to benefit from 


the public treasury. ..sdrt of spread the largesse 
around a bit. 

’ The plan might be somewhat difficuit to 
administer, because public paychecks seem. to 
appear in the darndest places, and at early stages. 
For example, personally I’d be almost: ‘dude; ‘my 
first taxpayer’s paycheck came as an 18-year-old 
army private, and Pye been iin and: out of 
government service at one level or snother almost 
ever since. 


I'm not going to hold my breath waiting for the 
30-and-out program td be adopted for elected 
officials, : 


It would have to be approved by the state 
legislature and/or congress, and both bodies are 
controlled by members who have been on the 
public payroll for 80 years — or hope to be.

lf you own or operate a motor 
vehicle in Michigan, the odds 
are 4-1 that you'll be stopped at 
a motor vehicle inspection sta- 
tion sometime this year. 

State Police Director Freder- 
ick E. Davids estimates that one 
out of every four motor vehicies 
in the state will be exposed to 
either a state or city inspection 
before the year is out. Davids 
said the percenfage is the result 
of an increase in the inspection 
programs around the state. 

The State Folice inspection 
program has 12 check lane 
teams working throughout the 
state compared with eight last 
year, he said. 

In addition, the cities of Ann 
Arbor, Saginaw, Kalamazoo, 
Sterling Heights, Livonia, Wyan- 
dotte ard Muskegon will be con- 
ducting the same official inspec- 
tion within their respective juris- 
dictions, he said.
